Hn<i ^treuglLeued |.y lii.- woriiing 
of biuiUar laws iu other cc-untries, and the 
removal of the tax from ih e manufactured 
article to tbe raw material, or leaf, will im- 
parl a healthy tone to the t ra.le, in protect- 
ing' ih«- uiainila uirer au' i workman troiu 
the <• v»-r; ai,d Muisler operations ol irres- 
pona.bie um: d.sboneet parties, and will in- 
crease ilii revenue of the National Treas- 
acy by several millions auniiallv: therefore, 

Be ao l vad, That the lueui berg of this As- 
aociationedo respectfully but urgently re- 
quest Oongress to remove tbe tax from man- 
ufsctored tobaooo to the raw material or 
leaf, as an act of jaatioe to the honest man- 
a£acturer, and which will work no injury 
Co thegroweris, and, at the oame time, as an 
act or precaution to the public. 

Be aolved, Tnat as the tariff on imported 
ti§^m, valaaA at Sltsaa dollars per thoos- 
aad or lees, is at pfaaaat from twenty to 
thirty per cent. leiB thaa |be duties by the 
ijovernmeui on tlM aaSM quality of cigars 
of domestic msanftwfiie, tberefore we 
dssaa it tbm iasaaiative 4aty of Congress to 
Baiaa tha tariff on imported cigars to .\n 
amount at least equal to that paid In- home 
■manufacturers. 
Usaolved, Tiiat the objects of tliis Associ- 
_7«t aaaitatad, it ia thacdaar aad 
ve doty of its members to continue 
ttabrganiuition, and labor with unity and 
aeai to render it .succesfcfui. 

Resolved, That copies of these ret tolution^ 
be submitted to Cnrjrrsss atitseaaniag aes-

Tbe ri'i^otiuiou^ were aaaahBoaaly 
adopted by the convention. 

It is tair to presume that tikia large aad 
iaHnaatial body of men, ooavafrsant with 
the tobacf'o trade in all iu- various ramiti- 
cations, bave given a fair and honest ex- 
preaslon ol their views, and tiuti Uiis are- 
aMMa and theoe resolutions embody taair 
■atared con victions on tliis aul^c ot. TiMae 
persons have doobtlaas givaa thaatMiweet 
reat>ons that oaa haglvaaoatiria side oftLe 
question. 

Not having seen the speech es and re- 
marks made by the members of the con- 
vention in support of therenolm ons adopt- 
ed, I am contine<i lu what w iw v.rineu 
to the aliej;» d facts, and the oonciu.-jifms 
^awn from those facta, as embi jdied in tbe 
jtasolulions themselves. 

Writmg, then, as I believe, in liaiialf and 
ia tha later eat of an overwIieliaiB ig augority 
af tiM tobaooo manufacturers, dealets and 
producers in Kentucky, and m . less, as 1 
conceive, in thf iiiLere^i of the n* venue de- 
psrtBMnt of the Cruverument, 1 take issue 
«aklMOMf«rIaatitote co'jveatiaa, both 
in relation to Um fhets allege d and the con- 
clusions drawn from those facts. I deny 
that the proposed change in taxing tobacc o 
would benefit either the tu anufacturer, tbe 
pradoosr or tiM Govern n leot; on tha con- 
trary, I hold tiut the prol Mtbilities are that 
all th*' parties named wou Jd l>e injured by 
the jir ij'osed change.

The maxims or first pri Qciples of national 
texatioii, laid .tow n by Adam Smith 
nearly a century sinoe, iuive been fully 
oonftrmed by tbaaoaoamaft exparienoa of 
Great Britain aad af tiM Hutted Statea. 
Tney may be briefly statea as follows: 

-Fir^t— The &ul'j^< of every >suie ought 
to contribute toward the support 0/ tbe 
at, as mm tt^ aa a i JliH. in pro- 
1 tlMir rsqpaaHvaalttitfM 
Haa to tha mmmm aftii

apeotively enjoy uuder the protection of the 
State. 

Second— The tax which each individual 
is bound to pay ought to be <-ertain, and 
not arbitrary; the time of i)ayment, the 
manner of payment and the amount to be 
paid, ought aU to ba dear and plain to the 
contributor and to every other person. 

Third— Kverj- tax ought to be levied at 
the tiuu- and iu the manner in which it is 
moat likely to be convenient for the oou- 
iiHilill to pay it. 

FoorUi— Every tax ought to be contrived 
so as l>otli to take out and keep out of the 
pDcketbof tbe people as little as possible 
over and above wluit it brings into the pub- 
lie treasury of the State. 

To these four general "maxims of taxa- 
tion'' the following may be suggested as 
tbe 

Fifth— Tiiat when a heavy, or even a 
mniBwts^tax ia laid apon aay article of 
geaaral ooosamption, the payment at the 

tax should be so regulated as not to become 
a nect'ssary part of the capital of the man- 
ufacturer or tbe ]jroducer. If possible, 
without detriment to tha revenaa, the tax 
should not be assessed 
Government 
into the 
consnmer. 

Under the guidance of these general prin- 
ciples the excise laws of Gre.-it Britain and 
our own country have been framed. In 
some instances tliese princip les may ap]>ear 
to be violated in their practK-al application; 
but, as they are themselves founded on tbe 
ulterior principles national justice, as 
between the Government and the tax- 
payer, we may expect each year to approx- 
imate towards their more complete observ- 
ance. 

In no instance, then, so far as I am in- 
formed, is there any tax laid at prawnt in 
either country on an agricultursi prodvoe, 
in the bands of the producer and in its 
natural condition. The tax on malt and 
hops in (ireat Britain ma^- appear to be an 
exception to this rule, but it is ouly in ap- 
pearance. The tax on lio|Mi is aboatfive 
cents per pound, and the tax on malt is 
about sixty cents per bushel, and, together, 
these articles yield that (iovernment an 
annual revenue of 130.0(10,000: but both of 
these articles paaa Unoogha daflaito manu* 
tucturing process before enterinfr into the 
general market of the country as articles pf 
commerce. 

The cotton grown in the United States is 
now aubjeot to a tax (rf two centa par pound 
as raw cotton, and CJongress may add an 
additional duty to this article; but this is an 
exceptional ch-c, and the colle<'lioil of Ibis 

lax may lie ao regulated as to cause no in- 
convenieaoe aad impoae no additiaaai bar- 
then on tiM planter or prodaoHr. 

Tbe Cooper Institute ooavation, atid the 
party which it representi^ aalt the Goveru- 
ment to abandon these well-eetUed princi- 
ples of national taxation, ao fkr as tfaiey ap- 
ply to tobacco, and insist that the tax on 
this important article of national produc- 
tion shall be levied on the leaf, instead ot 
upon the manufactured produ<^ as hereto- 
fore. They assert **tluit tiM p w a ent tax is 
unjust, unadapted to the wants of the trade 
as well as tbe Government,'" anii that "the 
present law is impossible of enlorcenieut.' . 
i'bey further allege '*that their busiuesa is 
passing fkom tlMOt under the control of ir- 
respousible and diahonest umu, whom the 
law cannot reach.'' aii.i that tiM statlsticB of 
the Deijariiiient •! inierual RofOWM oon- 
clusively show these facts." 

These are broad asaerriona, and, really, 
they seem little else but asaemons. 

The observation and experience of the 
olhcers ol revenue in Kentucky lead them 
to conclusions directl\ the reverse of those 
a>sumed by the New York convention, and 
they have serious doubts as to tbe policy of 
the Congressional action as proposed liv 
thai CI in\ t'Ution. The anieudiiieiil lo lae 
law, if made aii<l enforced, would, in their 
jttdgasent, k»e attended with sariooa inoon- 
vetiiencee and difficultlsa, mad its onforce- 
nient might be fatally oppressive tO tlie 
large class of small larmers now 
iu the cuiiivation of tobacco. 

The amended law, as propotfsd, would 
certainly be Cur more expensive to the Gov- 
ernment in carrying its provisions into 
operation, and also far more annoying to 
the tax-payer than the law as it stands at 
present. 

It would be a direct tax on the farmer 
and planter, instead of simply an indii-ect 
tax on the oonaumer ; and the increased 
price of the leaf would nKjuire a corre- 
sponding increase of the capital of the 
manulac turer. The necessary tendency 
would be to throw the entire manulactur- 
ing business into the hands of large capi- 
talists, and entirely break up the smaller 
II lanufacturers. Indeed, it has hsOB as- 
8e.''ted tiiat this was the real objeet of tliis 
Co. >per institute convention. 

T. be convention, in their jireambh- to the 
resolutions adopted, allude to "the experi- 
ence of other countries" in assessing the 
taxoTithe leaf tobacco, instead of on the 
manufactured article, and thev give this 
"experience" as a good reason lor the prf)- 
posed cliange. This argument might have 
some weight if the "other countries" re- 
lerrtd to bad been named and the statistic? 
of ta xation bud been given, but nothing of 
the kind is attempted. "Tbe exj»eiicnce nf 
other t'.ountries" throws but little light on 
the qut«tiou at issue, because the condi- 
tions un<(ier which the tax is impoaed differ 
es-seniial ly from those existing la our own 
country. I ngland growa ao taaf tobacco, 
and her itj imeuae revenue ftom this article 
is collected', mainly from the customs duty. 
She imposes a tax of about seventy-live 
cents per p<.mnd, while our tax is only forty 
cents. Her revenue from tobacco alone, in 
its various lorms, was £20,000,000 in 1864, 
while ours was but 511,(K)0,0(K» in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, IsOo. In Fran< e ilic 
manufacture of tobacco ia, to a great ex- 
tent, a Govemmant monopoly, therefore no 
argument in favor of tbe proposed change 
can l)e predicated from her experience and 
example. 

The Convention ask for a change in tbe 
mode of taxatioa, aiaialy on tlM ground 
that there are great tnMok perpetrated im- 

•jer the present law, and that it cannot oe 
^juaily and impartially inforoed. Admit- 
ling. as an argument, that these statements 
are true, still it do«i not follow that the 
changi! should be made except it be also 
shown that the change will remedy the 
evils coi. iplained of. If the tax is laid on 
the raw iuaterial, or leaf tobacco, will there 
Im leaa opportaaity or lasa temputiou to 
fraud than nnder the preaent law? If the 
tax-payers }.'re scattereu over the sparseiy- 
sfUled couiiliesof Kentucky, Tennessee aid 
Southern Indiana, will they be more easily 
laarhed and eontnriled by tlM revanaa offi- 
cers tliaa when concentrated, as at present, 
ill towns and citie.s? 

Will the ( hances f)t fraud be lessened by 
multiplying a thousand fold the uumi>er of 
tax-payanff With praotioal men t! ese 
(jueMiona suggest their own answer and 
that answer is against tbe conclusions of 
the coi.ventiijn. If it is beyond Hie abibtj* 
of th^ Government to intbrce the present 
law, with the safegiiarda wliich tiM experi- 
ence haa tiuown around it, moNt certainly 
the < Government ooold not tafMOa tiM new 
iHw as suggested and iMoaHMadad by tbe 
convention. 

But what are the facts in relation to the 
extensive frauds as charged upon the man- 
ufacturers of tol >aooc by the convention, 
and do the records of the Internal Revenue 
I>epartment bear out the monstrous as 
sumptions <.r the wuvention on this point? 

The report of tbe (Commissioner of Inter 
n«.' Revenue for the current year i§ before 
tbe public, and not the slljlit— t allusion is 
mad e in this report to these terrible f^uds, 
or th< "impossibility of the inforcement" 
of the present law. 

In ci ear and simple language, the Com- 
■i— inn "r^'Fti TTUt rhn nei mbbm of the 
preaent .depresaion and derangement of the 
tobacco r.ianufacturlng interest, but in this 
list of causes no allusion is made to the long 
series of o»>mplaints that iiave been so in- 
doatriooslj pcu-aded before tlMpablic by 
this convention. 

The reasons assigned by the Commission- 
er uiny be slated as follows : 

FirsU The abnormal increase in the pro- 
duction of manufactured tolMoco in tbe lat- 



Second. The large quantity of manufac- 
tured tobacco from the late insurgent States 
which has been unexpectedly thrown uiion 
the market under a low rate of tax. 

Third. The uncertainty of the continu- 
ance of the present law, and the assumed 
probability in tbe minds of mannfkotnrers 
and dealers that Congress would make a 
radical change in tbe mode of assessing the 
tax. 

I submit tiiat these reasons are fully ade- 
quate to aooount for the prsa on t depressed 
condition of tlM tobaooo manufacturing in- 
terest, withoat wntting to the imaginary 
idea of general itaad, m allottd by ttaoon- 
vention. 

It la oartainly daa to the manufacturers, 
the dealers and the producers of toljacoo in 

Kentucky, that this charge of whole-ale 
fraud should be promptly met and refuted. 
Uuuuestionably there are frauds committed 
under the preaent law, and while hnmao 
nature continues as it is, this will be the 
ca.se under any law; but as the !aw is better 
understood, and t e detects suggested by 
expe~ienoe are remedied, and as the officers 
of revenue tieoome more familiar with their 
duties and more faithfal and vigilant in 
their i)erformance, these fraud.s must soon 
become comparatively insiguiticant. 

Indeed, it is believed that the present law 
is now very generally enforced in the .to- 
bacco manufacturing districts of the West 
and the Southwest, whatever may lie the 
case in tlM «lliM of Haiti WMWO ud New 
York. 

The facts developed by the actual work- 
ing of the present law in this district may 
be of some general interest in determining 
the question at issue. 

There are in this city four tobacco ware- 
houses established by law. The sales of 
leaf tobacco in these warehouses, for the 
years of 1863, 1864 and 1866, amount to 
140,967 hogsheads, which, at the average 
weight of 134)0 lbs. per hogshead, amount 
to ls:!,"J.">7,HNt lbs., or an average sale of 
•il,tis.'>,7i>0 lbs. per anuum. .Since the ;;()th 
of June, 1864, there lias l>een a tax oi one- 
quarter of one per oent. on the amount of 
tobacco sold by these warehouses at auction, 
which tax, in the year ending :iOth of Nov- 
ember, lN)d, amounted to ?J10,7y''. Tiiis 
sum would, of itself, pay two-thirds of the 
expenaO ot ■awringand coiioating tha rev- 
enue of the entire diatrict. 

There are in this city and county twenty- 
four iiiauufactarers ol chewing and smok- 
ing tobacco. Iu the six months preceding 
June 30, 1864, when an increased tax of 
twenty cents per lb. was placed on plug 'o- 
bacco, there was returned for taxation 
0,~~.j,o'M lbs., which, at lifteen centaperlb.. 
yielded a revenue of ^^1,016,038. 

Ia the year ending June 30, 186&, there 
was an immense falling off in the produc- 
tion of manufactured totiacco compared 
with the former year. 'I'Liis arose from 
causes well undersiootl by mauulactnrers 
and merchants, and has no connection with 
the mode of assessing the tax. The returus 
to the Assessor's office for Um year ending 
:3Qth of June, 1865, w«ro aa follows . 
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At the present rate of tax, this would 
yield a revenue of |621,800, or about one- 
thirteenth of the entire tobaooo tax collect- 
ed in the United States: but aa the rate of 
tax for the first nine nlontha of tlie fiscal 
year was somewhat less than during the 
ttiree last months, the amount of tax actual- 
ly collected was corresj)ondiiigly less. 

In the live months ending .'iOtli of Xovt iii- 
ber, 180"), there was returned in the .\s>es-i>i- 
ol the district for taxation, includiug the 
amount bonded, l,352,t •73 Ib^. of manufac- 
tured tobacco, which, at the present rates of 
tax, yielded a ravoauo Of |a2a,6Uj 4fi, show- 
ing a very 1 alga iaonaaaovor the preoediog 
live months. 

The number of cigar manufacturers iu 
the city is 91; and the numtior of cigars re- 
turned for taxation in tiieyeur ending June 
M, Ibuo, w as ."),o±j,730. Tho tai. paid ou 
same was ^,64U. In the live mouths end- 
ing the 30th of November, thoio were re- 
turned for taxation 2,49G,75i ^:igui«, uix<l tho 
umoimtof tax on siime v/as .,-1. -b 

Now, with these one buiuUea au.i iifU'./f> 
manuCscuturers of tobacco and cl'^Hi^, ihoro 
has not l>een twenty cases of fraud brought 
to tbe knowledge of the revenue ollicere in 
the three years in which tliL- law h.is bfcu iu 
jperation, .iiui these cases !i.;\e I.^lu :jmall 
in amouut and promptly ileuctcd. 

Of course it is not usoerted that other 
frauds ou the revenue hav;< not been com- 
mitted ; but it is most distinctly a.^ielUd 
that the law has been gener.iliy acf^aiesced 
in and observed by the luauuiaclurcrs, and 
that, too, with a leady cheerfulness and a 
praiseworthy promptitude that triumph- 
antly refutes any suspicion of ireneral 
fraud as charged Viy the New York < ..'iiven- 
tion. That there have been irregularities, 
omissions, and also some instances 
of intentional fraud, is not denied ; 
but many of these have arisen from the 
ignorance of the tax-;'a\crs, and some 
through the want of eA;jerience, and th.' 
ignorance of tbe revenue otlicers them- 
selves. Ever^' intelligent business man 
that will take tbe trouble to exaiuine the 
carefully-drawn provisions and the prac- 
tical workings of the present law, taxing 
manufactured tobacco.must admit that, with 
ordinary vigilance, intelligence, :>nd hon- 
esty bo tlie part of tbe revenue oUicers, 
an) thing like extensive or general iraud 
on tbe part of manufacturers is well nigh 
impossible. 

A strong argument ia l:ivor of the con- 
tinuance of tbe present mode of taxing to- 
bacco is its cheapneaB, aa compared with the 
piau proposed by the Convention. 

The general and p;»rtic\ilar facts on this 
point wili not be uniiiterestiiig to the tax- 
payers of the country. In Great Britain 
the ooat of a— naaing and coUeoUng the ex- 
cise tax for many years after the close of 
the war with France (isi",, i was six per 
cent, on the amount of revenue collected, 
isiuce 184U it has been reduced tu an aver- 
age of about fiye per cent. This is tbe 
cost after fifty yean of experience in a 
country of small extent, dense populntion, 
and with the tax districts conip iji a::d c )ii- 
veuieut of access. And >et in tho Uuiied 
States, with an immense territory, a sparse 
population and with a very large number of 
items aud objects to taxation, coui)led with 
I he unavoidable inexperience <;f the revenue 
oflicers, the cost of assessing aud collecting 
the excise tax in the third year of its exist- 
ence is only two and serenti/ five hundredths 
jicr cent, ISee report of ti e Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. In this cullectii ii 
district, including the city of Ijouisville, ^nil 
the counties of Jefferson, Henry, Oldiiaui, 
and Owen, the entire excise tax asi<tssed 
aud collected in the fiscal year ending "loth 
lune, 1865, was somewhat ujore than two 
millions of dollars, and the entire cost of 
assessing and noiiaailng same was a frac- 
tion less than oaeand one-half per cent. 
Leaving out the income tax, the tax as- 
sessed on tobacco is fully one-h»IT of all the 
other items of taxation together, so that it 
may be asserted that the entire actual cost 
of assessing and collecting three-quarLens of 
a million of revenue Irom munufactured to- 
bacco in this Congressional district has 
been less than one per cent. Compare this 
with the expensive and complicated system 
of drawliacks, bonded warehouses and the 
largely incre^ised uumlx-r of inexperleuoed 
revenue officers that must neoeaaarily be 
employed through a widely-extended and 
sparsoly-setileil portion of the country iu 
the pri']>used mode of ta.\ing leaf (obac'.'o, 
and every person must at ouce see the ad- 
vantage of tiM proaeat Bjateas aver Um one 
proposed, ao for aa rag ar d a the rdaUve ex- 
pense to the Governmon:. 

In conclusion, it may 'n.- - ugge-te.l that 
tobacco is one of our peculiar national 
wodaota, aad nader a wise system of 
legislaUon, looking to the encouragement 
of its culture, it may bt? made one of tho 
chief sources of our national wealth. 
European experience has shown that it 
will iMar a very heavy tax without ma- 
terially interfering with its consumption; 
but the tax should be so laid as to leave 
prodni-tiim perfectly free. The i>):inler and 

the farmer should be invited aud encour- 
aged to extend its culture rather than be 

annoyed with the vexatious refiuirements 
inv<4yad in a direct tax upon ita produu- 



tiou. What is needed by the UMiQulacturer, 
tiie merchant, and the farmei^iaa peraia- 
uent policy on the part of the Government. 
The interests involved are too large and too 
vital to be tampered with \xw ambitious 
speculators, or by the corruH influences 
which are too often brought ^ liear upon 
State and Congres.t'ionallepalallon. No pru- 
dent capitalist will invest his means in a 
manufacturing or an agricultural interest 
that is subject to important changes at 
every meeting of the National LegisUture. 
Our own city and State have a vital inter- 
est in the proper and permanent settlement 
of Ibis ijuestiun. And our manufacturers, 
merchants, and farmers siiould at once fa- 
miliarize their minds with ail the facts 
bearing upon it. They should see to it that 
an5' legislation ]>ro{X)sed by Congress be 
carefully matured, and that, if any change 
of the law be made, it shall uot be local in 
ita ciiaiaotar, but for tlia lianefit of those in- 
tereatad in avaiy part of oar common coun- 
try. E. N.

There is not one loyal American, nor a 1 
lover ol freedom anywhere on earth, who j 
tloes Hot rejoice that th-- liuie hns ciime, in 
which :in American cuji siami up promlly 
anywhere for his couutry. He no longer 
lias to make excuses an<l apologies, or ic- ' 
sort to mIsei'uTSle sbbterfogeSt when point- 
ing to her Ji;^ iantl^if 4UjP,iifV. and ihe 
asyluiti of the rtppresw*!. That, ^hirh a 
^!ave oli^aichy taiiglil as "a K'iitcniii; gen- 
erality" in liie Declaration ol Independence: 
"that uU uicu are. created e'liial,' is now 
«unounced by the U:it of the most inlelli- 
g»-i.( |>eaipLM ihul <Mrt!r fi>rmed and iimiutain- 
ed a' governitfont. as u soiid, substautial 
troth for the North AniericKn continent. 

We do not envy that American who could 
read without a sense of shame, the arraign- 
ment ol liis couuiry before the chief tri- 
buuals ol' the world, and by tlie most re- 
nowned of the earth, ou ch;irge.>- of atroci- 
ties that made all civilization shudder. 
What true devotee of America, what friend 
of hers that loved her lor nearly all that 
she was and mourned over what she was 
not, but might be, could read the terrible 
indictment of America before the British 
Parliament by Lord Macauley, without 
feeling a sense of sickening shame for his 
country. The ''glittering generalitiee" of 
American politics Ixiasted hugely of the 
praiseworthy efforts of this country to put 
4o|ri| i^¥f^ ^'^infeK|ial traffic" called the 
Ooago mmy9 Irade. ' Btft while tnafntafu- 
ing a naval force on the coast of Africa lor 
putting it down, it waa notorious that \ es- 
sels v.ere fitted out in our own ports, for 
enacting the horrors and murders of the 
"middle passage." These American pi- 
rates usually managed to slip through 
the meshes of the law, and they became 
emboldened in crime by impunity. One 
adventurer diced his desfhiy once too often, 
at an unseasonable time. We allude to 
Captain Gordon, of New York. He was 
convicted upon the most unimpeachable 
testimony. Under the national law he was 
condemned to death. Under Franklin 
Fierce or James Buchanan this would have 
amounted to nothing except the order of 
the South for a pardon and the signing of 
it by an o^^eequious Executive, always 
ready to truckle to such orders. But Cap- 
tain Uordon found a new people in posses- 
sion of the veaMl of State, mod M indom- 
itable helnMBMM te tka piwaaaf Abraham 
Ltiaeoln.

Bad enough it is 
that civilized men should sail to an unciv- 
ilized '.u.irter of the world where slavery 
exists, should tbei e buy wretched barba- 
rians, and shoold carry them away to labor 
in a distant land: bad enough. But that a 
civilized man. a baptized man, a man proud 
of being a c lizen ol a free Stale, a man fre- 
quenting a Christian church, should breed 
slaves for ex^rt:ition, and, if the whole 
horrible truth must be told, should even 
l>eget slaves for exi^rtation. should see 
chiMreu. soinetiiiies his own children, gam- 
lx>iliug around hun !rom iulaucy, should 
watch their growth, should become famil- 
iar with their faces, and should .sell them 
for four or live huudr>-d dollars a head, and 
1^ iid ih< 111 to lead in a remote country a 
iile which is a lingering death, a life about 
which the best thing tliat can be said is sure 
to \)6 short; this does, I own, excite a hor- 
ror exceeding even the horror excited by 
that slave trade which Is the curse of the 
African coast. And mark: I am not speak- 
ing of any rare case, of any *n*tfljtiri' of 
eccentric depravity. I am speaUag of a 
trade as regular as the trade in pigs be- 
tween Dublin and Liverpool, or as the trade 
in ooala between the Tyueand the Thames."

In another c lumn will be found the ad- 
vertisement of the Savings bank in Louis- 
ville. It will be seen that the hours of 
business aT«4 ex tended. audthat,m0pt5[ ^^y 
by^epoailed or draw n out at any hours be- 
tween '^ nud l in the morning and 3 and 6 
in the evening. The cashier has also been 
hanged, lir. «jO(Mard, though an excellent 
ullioer, nt»t beiug able ta<-onform to th/e jiew 
hours lor business. His succe.ssor is Colonel 
S. A. I'orter, or rather General Porter, (he 
lia\iii^ l>een leceiiiU bre\elted, though 
now out ol military service), aud iio tl<!Ubt 
he will L'iM' i ( J satisfaction. 

The bank began business with Dr. God- 
dard a.s cashier, only three months ago, and 
has taken in deposits from colored persons 
in tliat short time over thirtj' thousand dol- 
lars. Of this abf)Ut ^Tooti was received from 
Texas, a colored regiment there, mostly 
Kentuckians, having made their deposits 
there in the hands of an ageut, to be placed 
in bank here. The rest was all put in by 
the people at home, though, by an arrange- 
ment siiuilar lo that of the regiment in 
Texas, a regiment raised along the line of 
Sherman's march put their money in here, 
about ^Am>, to be paid to them fRMOO the 
barracks nearest their homes. 

The Bank iu Louisville is a branch of the 
National company called the "P'reedman's 
Savings anl Trust Company," which is re- 
sponsible lor the safety of the money. It 
was chartered by Congress of the United 
States, and approved hy President Liucoln 
on the ."Id of March, 18G.3, who esteemed it 
very highly. President Johnson holds it in 
the same estimation, and has written a let- 
ter commending it aud directs the Secreta- 
ries of Treasury, War and Navy to give it 
all proper facilities, which they have done, 
as well as have many officers under them, 
especially Gen. Howard, of the Freedmen's 
Bureau, and Oen. Palmer, who commends 
this Louisville branch, aud advises the col- 
ored people of Kentucky to use it. 

Everybody, white or colored, ought to 
know about it and to favor it; for if a large 
portion of the people oi any community 
can be induced to be thrifty it will benefit 
all. Colored people, male or female, may 
put their money in for aafe keeping, and 
draw it out whenever they like, aud no 
matter how small the sum may be they are 
welcome. The informatkMi ought to be 
spread and every oolond panon iaduMd to 
save what they can; or even to keep in a 
safe place, if it be only over night, auy lit- 
tle ouma they may have in their bauds.

Tbc Mlsalaalppi Black Code— Sensible 
Talk by a Blempkla Paper. 

The Memphia Bulletin, of the 14th inst., 

says: 

Orders from Wasliingtou instruct General 
Thomas to disregard tlie first section of the 
Act of the Mississippi Legislature. "To con- 
fer civil rights upon Frtedmen." This first 
section depri\ ts ireedmen of all civil rif^'hts, 
and supposes that white men may not be 
vagranta. It operatea upon the fitct of 
color, and not upon that of idleness. Ne- 
groes must have hoiaes bj' the second 
Monday of .lauuary next, and failing, can 
only secuie homes In a certaiu way. They 
are vagraato if tkaj have no homes, and 
the modw of atairinc employment are 
limited aai diAaad. To tlua axtaat the 
atatutotaafkUiM byl*a aia al p uiai H Bu- 
reau. 

There is but one mode a settling, finally, 
this negro question. A Vagrant code oper- 
ative upon idleness, and not Indians, whites 
or blacks, as such, must be enacted akd en- 
forced. If our Legislature were not devoid 
of wis<lom, it would prescribe such lawa 
and adjourn. Tennessee has ratified the 
COnatiliitional amendment, rejiudiated the 
■"rebel debt," and now, to })rpvent "restor- 
ation' refuse to graut negroes those rigbts 
without which they are still slaves. 

The Mis8issip])i Legislature, abolishing 
slavery by accepting the amendment, re- 
stores it, ^--i'o, hy recognizii;,-; (lift'er- 
ence between men equally entitleil to pro- 
tection as freemen. Tlie war made the 
negro free, and it is wrong, is u»wi.«e, lo 
evade the accomplishment of the inevitable 
fact. Whites and blacks may both be suf- 
ferers, because of these events of war, but 
the victors impose these terms, and wisd' m 
compels our assissnt. Mjusl the future oflhe 
Bputh be clouded forever by the inoapacily 
or timidity of those who guide its political 
fortunes? Has the press lost its influence 
Ol boldness'? Are iirejiidices to be fearedor 
Haltered ■' Is not the necessity for assent to 
a policv prescribed so palpable, even as the 
leaatof evila, that thereahould be no further 
evaeioa (tf tke tenaa prosontod by this and 
otbar aeli of Tkilaial aatkotity.

M. J. Love called — I follow butclieriug 
for a livelihood.

Gilmore if he would stay away from the 
meeting of the Council to-night. He said 
this to Mr. McLaughlin. He also said that 
he would get a boaaa of |5,W)0 if the reso- 
lution passed} that he had children to look 
after, aud that it would be a benefit to him. 
1 didn't state tliis iu my atfidavit. As well 
as 1 recollect, 1 think 1 stated this before 
the Board of Aldermen. 1 was solier when 
Mr. (ilore made this statement. Marc 
Mundy and A. L. Wood drew up the atli- 
da\it; nW. K. Tiioiiias lutroduced me lo 
Mr. Wood at the t ourl House. 1 didn't 
see any money passed. 1 think Mr. Glore 
was under the iufiueuce of liquor at the 
time; 1 thought that Mr. McLaughlin was 
in jest. 

J. Gilmore, called — The first conversation 
I had with Mr. Glore be stated to me that 
some gentleman had promised him $5,000 
for voting for the road. He said if he 
did not get the money he would not vote 
for the road. He also said if they would 
promise him S100,000 he would vole against 
it. The conversaiion was at my house. ^,.1 
tvas confined in bed with an attack of rheu- 
matiam. Mr. Glore eauM to see me twice. 
1 told him the Mayor would veto it, if the 
road should pass. He said, "What do ymi 
suppose I eare, we'll have the oul s.)ti-uf a- 
b-ab in leaa than two weelis.' ' On the same 
eveatog I kaaid of tka atataaaaat that was 
made at McLaogklin*s. I come in a hack 
to tlie Council, and took my seat. Mr. 
Glore came up to me and said, 
"Hell, are you here, if you vote against 
the Market "treet road you will ruin me." 
The exact language I remember is that he 
was promised ^">,00<), and that no bargain 
was made. 1 lhouf4ht he was iu jest when 
he spoke of tbe matter the first time, when 
he mentioned it tue second tUae I did think 
him in eameat. He did not admit at any 
time thai he received auy money, but he 
did not deny it either. 1 uierely concluded 
from his silence thai he got the money. 
When I asked him whether he had got tlie 
money he said it was "his business." My 
wife asked me "if they were ottering if.'i.OOO 
for voles ou the Market street road, would 
I vote for it." I told her 1 would not. 
Glore was perfectly 8<iber at the time. 

Chas. Gilmore, called — On the afteruoon 
of the same day that the veto was passed, 
Mr. Glore, in company with Mr. McLaugh- 
lin, came to my fathei^s store and asked tor 
Jim, meaning my father. 1 told him he 
was sick. He then said, ".sick, heil lireand 
damnation, what business has he in being 
sick." 1 told Glore that he oould not help 
it. He then asked me if my father would 
attend the meeting of the Council that 
night. 

John M. Boggs, sworn— I had a conver- 
satiou about a week or ten days before the 
measure passed with Mr. Olore. We con- 
versed about the market street railroad. He 
rmuarked that it was strange that some 
men in the Coundil were so anxious to get 
the railroad throui^ Ikare'a Mr. Oelaney 
and others were very interested to tke mat- 
ter. He also said that he waa a poor man 
and might make something bj tka Bieaa 
ure. I took it all ia jesL 

CoL Dent, eallad— U^Km oae occasion I 
asked Mr. Glore how he Intended to go in 
the proposition. He said he would go 
against it. 1 met him on Third street again 
and asked him if he had voted for it. He 
txAA me that ka waa still against it, but, 
that he could make money by voting tor it. 
He also said: "If they (the railroad Com- 
pany) are daniued tools euough to otl'er me 
money, I had a right to take it." We then 
separated, he going one way and I another. 
I have always been opposed to the road. I 
am certain that the conversation with Glore 
was on the corner of Main and Third streets. 
I regarded the matter as having been said 
in eameat. 

(Mr. Dent then aaked to be excused from 
trying this caae, as he was compelled to be 
ab.seul from tke city some three weeks.) 

Mr. Shrader called— I have had very lit- 
tle conversation during the time the project 
was pending- In the Council Chamber one 
evening, I think a night l}efore the contract 
passed, Mr. Glore said that he was not only 
going to vote against it, but that he would 
"expose them that night, that they had 
been ofl'ering bribes." It was perhaps two 
meetings before the contract passed.ikThis 
is the only conversation I had with Mr. 
Glore. It was before the veto. I thought 
that Mr. Glore had been voting for our side, 
because I had heard others counting upon 
him. He never told me that be kad re- 
ceivt^d any money, and he never Said that 
they had offered him bribes. 

Phil. German called — I have had several 
conversations with Mr. Glore on the sub- 
ject. On Third or Market street, one day, 
I asked him if he had been ollered ?o,000 to 
vote for the Market street road. He said 
that he requested the parties to deposit the 
money in bank, or he would see them in 
hell before he would vote for it. He came 
into my office one day, with a box under 
his arm, going to the races. [Here tixe gen- 
tteasaa firom the Tenth Ward intem^ted 
tka wttaaaa by a BMtloB to a^jovra.]

Washington, Deceml)er JJ.— In ilie Uni- 
ted States Supreuie (^ouri ;o-Uiiy pemlint; 
the ca.se, expartt:, A. K. (jiarland, ut Arkan- 
sas, asiiiAi; ,tQ .l^iUlqwed to practice uu a 
coanaaUor. Hon. B«Twdy Johnson deliv- 
ered an arf^ument against the oonstitulion- 
aiity of the ConKressional t«8t oath. There 
being Ro uut^oedeht- goverumeot to our 
own, it i8 neoessary to look into the Cqu« 
NtitutioD itadlt to aae what pow«r« werf 
originally conferred npon Congress. These 
being stated, OotigreHH im autliorized to pass 
ali nei-es«ary and propt-r lawblot-arry tlieia 
iuto eflieoi. - These powers ture to be con- 
strued aa to elfeot tbe o Mo et ibey are de- 
signed to aooomplish. It Is the duty ol' the 
Cjurt to ascertain what this is, and deler- 
miue \thethei* the legislatiou will defeat in- 
secure the eud. A restriction to the class 
of powers is that Congreas ahall pass no 
ejpont facto law or bill of attainder. 

The meaning 61' this Is well understoo d to 
l>e tliat (if any law which Uiake^ an ai t u 
crime which was not a crime when the ac; 
was committed; but the law of I860 does not 
punish in point of fSnct, because it precludes 
the petitionei'' from the exercise of ail 1m \v- 
ful occupation, and strikes ai a proiessioii 
in which his hopes aud ambitiou and Liup- 
jport of himaelf uid family are involved. 
The punishment is «evere, cruel and unex- 
ampled. It subjects him to all the objtc- 
tious of the Constitution, while it takes 
Irom him ali its advuutages. The original 
act of 18S2 «RB ROi made applical>le to at- 
tornejR iDtfeRConrta of tBe United bti^tes. 
Three years were suffered to elapse, when 
fcome one in Coiif^ress, wlm luay ha\ e been 
{teculiarly sensitive, aud who saw dauber 
in every view, who bud taken part .n the 
rebellion, introduced a bill appl.viug tiie 
provisions of the law to practiciug attor- 
neys. The bill was submitted to the .1 .idi- 
ciary Committee of the Senate, and by a 
unanimous vote was rejected. It afterwani 
received the sanction of the Senate. It was 
passed for the purpose of excluding the pe- 
titioner and all others similarly situatuu— 
to pnniah them bvex<'ludiug them from the 
U. S. Courta. 

It was not for conduct subseiiuent but 
antecedent to the passage oC the statute. 
TUs act comes with the clear meaning of 
the clause in the Constitution that Congress 
shall pass 1.0 exiiort lacto law or bill of rt - 
tainder. No rights can be taken away by 
law unless the accused shall be first con- 
victed of tike bflbnse charged, and thene 
rights include the holding of offices of emol- 
ument and trust. Such laws as that of Isd'i 
were penal statutes. The Attei ne3 -(ienerai 
had argued last Friday that the aduiission 
to practice ii^ the courts is not legal but is 
created by law and,*therefore, may be regu- 
lated by law and is either given or takt n 
away. But it is not true that ('oi;gress can 
by law prohibit the appearuuce ol counsel- 
lors in the courts of the United State. The 
Constitution provides that parties charged 
with crime shall have the b"ne;it of coiiu- 
eel and, therefore, Cougre.-... iius uo jurisdiij- 
tiou over tliat eubject. il ia true that evt^ry 
courtis viaiied by ithe coi^iixion IfwwUn 
power to make regulations to ozdude im- 
proper officers, but Cou^ic-^^ L:\ti no right 
to say who ahull or sLuL ..ppwar as 
counsel. The obligutiou Iid] o-c.i on Cou- 
greas to create courts carr.c^j \;\\ li :l an ob- 
ligation on the part of the . ..a. ^o 10 admit 
counsel- The safety of iLo . iti. en u.-. ea;is 
on the existence of the iuv.:.c. ..li ..i .tu ^lio 
adiuiebiou of counsel.

The accused have been denied counsel. 
Congress would convert itself into a tyran- 
ny, if, while establishin;; couils, it would 
exclude su< h a class of i.un. Tii'' .i' I of 
Congress, under review, ' ouipeis a man to 
awear against him^if, while no power is 
given to the court to in<juir6 iuto toe facts. 
No man, by the Constitution, is <*ouipeIled 
lo testily agaiiLsl hiniseii. The [>elitioner, 
wii h others, was iuvol\ed iu an ell'ort to 
estaolish their aeparate inde[)eiuie!i c of 
the au thority of the United Slatey, and 1. - 
sisted it by leying war. The punishment 
for treason, anterior to the passage of llu' 
act of 1865, was death or imprisonment; but 
thia act imposes au additional j)enalty — 
that persons thus accused shall not be nd- 
mitted as attorneys in U. S. Courts. 

Congress, in 1864, passed a law sayiqg 
that whenever the President deemed proper 
he might declare a general i'inne.slv, while 
the Constitution conferred upou him the 
exclusive power of grunting pardons sud 
reprieves. The pardon places the recipient 
in the position he atood liefore the commis- 
sion of the crime, maizes him a new man, 
and divests him of all antecedent conse- 
quences. Suppose this law of liWio had bev u 
made a part of the act for the punishment 
of treason, and any man committing crimes 
had been pardoned, would it not aNo have 
^fxempted him from the ^lunishuicnt of the 
offense, and prevented him from being ex- 
cluded from practicing as au attorney in 
the UnitedStates Courts. The pardon covers 
every part of the offense, and Congress c;<n- 
not, alter the pardon has !> en p;ranted, pass 
a law to punish for the offense pardoned, 
The disgraoefiil fact is presented to the 
world, that Congress undertakes to inter- 
fere by denying the power of pardon, as 
conferred by the Coustituiion exclusively 
on the President, without limit. Congress 
cannot say to the petitioner : You shall be 
triad for treason after having been pardon- 
edT^If this'flills true of on© class of ajimes» 
it was true of all others.
